There are several William Davidsons listed in Tennesseans In The War of 
1812. Most are enlisted men; one is an officer. There is no genealogical data for them just this:

This is a great book but the problem with it is that it covers only the volunteer militia, not anyone who was a regular soldier. 
These are found on the muster rolls of the various units to which they belonged. 


if one of these might be yours, he would be serving under an officer that lived very near him. So if you can place the officer 
and the soldier together in the same place immediately before the war, you have your man. That's how the militia worked. ..it 
was local stuff. The officers were usually elected from among the men. The only way to do this is to use the 1810 Census 
for Davidson Co., and hope you can get a match. That will take some doing but if nothing-else has led you to your man, if 
might be worth the effort. If you get nothing, you can at least say that none of these William Davidsons are yours. 


{ consulted the pension list for the War of 1812 and the Indian Wars as well. He is not listed there. That does not mean that 
he did not serve, simply that there was not a pension recorded for him. He may not have had the length of service or the 
disability necessary to qualify for a pension. 


Where would | go from here? As we have looked for him in Tennessee and found nothing that we can ID him with, most 
soldiers are subsequently found based on where they are buried. | would look at the Louisiana Archives and see if they 
have a book titled something like "1812 Veterans/Soldiers Buried in Louisiana." He may have applied for a pension from St 
Tammany Parish before he died and it was rejected so | would also look at anything you can find on Rejected Pension 
Applications. This may hold some real promise for you. 


The other thing | would do is to contact the Tennessee State Archives and ask them if they have a muster listing the 
soldiers serving under Jackson from the unit "Tennessee Riflemen." The exact name of his unit will be most helpful here. If 
so, he might be found there. It sounds like he may have been in a detached unit while encamped at Perlington. 


| wish | could have found him for you. Sometimes it is simple; sometimes he just does not want to be found.

MOSS POINT — Going fish- 
ing — that is one of the things 
Tony Davidson looks forward 
to as he retires from his post 
as executive director of Trent 
Lott Airport: 

Carol Snapp said she antic- 
ipates the challenges she faces 
as the new executive director. 

“I am excited about my new 
responsibilities,” she said. “My 
goal is not only for the airport 
but also for Jackson County 
to prosper.” 

Projects under way at the 
moment include putting in a 
big new hangar and prepar- 
ing to build the control tower. 

“I was here when we started 
planning the tower. Now I’m 
back and will see it come 
about. 

“When I left, the T-hangars 
were not complete. Now they 
are in use. Northrop Grum- 
man just had a groundbreak- 
ing ceremony. The facility just 
continues to grow and 
expand,” Snapp said. 

Although Snapp sees this 
appointment as the beginning 
of a new career, she already 
is familiar with managing air- 
craft and airport duties. 

She worked from Septem- 
ber 2001 until July 2002 as 
deputy director at Trent Lott. 
Before that, she served in the 
Air Force for 21 years. 

Her job was in Command 
and Control Flight Follow Air- 
craft. 


Carol Snapp, the new 
executive director of the 
Trent Lott Airport, said she 
is excited about her role in 
future development of the 
airport and the community. 


“T worked with emergency, 
security and safety in all oper- 
ations on the base with the 
aircraft and locations over- 
seas. 

“My experience in the Air 
Force and in the deputy direc- 
tor position gave me the qual- 
ifications for the job,” she said. 

Snapp’s duties at Trent Lott 
Airport include insuring the 
safe operations of the airport 


according to FAA regulations, 
she said. 

She also will serve as liaison 
with political bodies, the gen- 
eral public and contractors or 
sub-contractors of the airport; 
implement all policies and pro- 


,cedures as authorized by the 


airport authority; and conduct 
studies for airport, improve- 
ment and future development. 

When Snapp left the job as 
deputy director in 2002, she 
relocated to Delaware, where 
she got married. 

She said she missed Missis- 
sippi so much that she per- 
suaded her husband, Larry, to 
move back to the Coast. 

“Now he loves it here, too,” 
she said. 

“We have a boat and love 
to fish. We spend the week- 
ends on the water and we 
have fish fries. Fishing and 
gardening are my favorite 
things to do.” 

They live in Ocean Springs. 
Between them, they have four 
children, including two sons, 
one each, still living at home.
